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Mr. Harnett's Lecture. 



This gentleman gave another of his 
popular addresses for tlie benetit of tho 
Machauics' Institute, ou Wednesday 
evening, in which ho fully sustained his 
reputation as a speaker, and, indeed, 
gained fresh laurels. Tho opinion of those 
who heard the lecture is decidedly favor- 
able ; and yet, it was bold and slashing, 
containing many pointed hits, neatly 
covered like sugar coated pills, which no 
other man in our midst would probably 
have the courage to ndtninistcr. Still 
there was no presumption or popularity 
in all this ; but even when most severe, 
a droll admixturo of earnestness and fun, 
which irresistibly provoked the laughter, 
applause and conviction of the audieuce. 
This, indeed, seems to be the charm and 
secret of Mr. H's power over hisuudience; 
and which enables him, no matter how 
long he speaks, to bo fresh and character- 
istic to the end. So it was ou Wednes" 
day night, and the address is regarded 
generally as an able, ju3t, and brilliant 
essay on the power and vitality of 
"British Colonization,'' which ought not 
to be soon forgotten. 

' The first part of tho lecture was do- 
Toted to the early history of the world. 
From tho earliest period, all nations on 
gaining power and importance had at- 
tempted to extend their dominion and 
increase their wealth by establishing 
Colonies. But, in the opiuion of tho 
lecturer the attempt at true colonization 
bad been a failure up to the time of the 
"*first American wars, because the happi- 
ness, wealth and liberty ot man had not 
been the principlo on which it was found- 
ed. From that period colonization had 
been left almost in the hands of England 

' and'America, while to-day they were the 
only countries which secured progress and 
perpetuity in their Colonies, because 
liberty was the principle and tho object of 
their policy. Tho lecturer here gavo an 
able description of the manner in which 
these countries were overshadowing tho 
world with their power, and concluded 
this division with a powerful appeal to 
both, to throw aside their potty jealousies 
and work together in perfect harmony 
for the elevation and the happiness of 
• man. 

; The vitality of England at the present 
time was the next point no; iced, and this 
wusS unquesLionnble.no matter what her 
enemies asserted to the contrary, This, 
in the opinion of the lecturer was owing to 
the penceful policy she had of late years 
adopted, and which he hoped would be 
continued. Instead of fighting, as we did 
years ngo, about everybody's business, 
we now let others fight and make money 
by their folly. We had found out that 
English commerce continued to exist uud 
extend whether France was governed by 
a Bourbon or a Bonaparte. Thus it was 
nof- astonishing to find our exports in IS64 
present a value that was never attained 
by any other nation since the Creation of 
the World. In that year the merchandise 
imported into tho United Kingdom, irom 
its Colonies and possessions, amounted to 
£274,803.924 sterling, while the total 
valuo of British and Irish merchandise 
Bent abroad rose to JBl60,486,b62 sterling 
from £146,1392,342 in 1803. A grout 
additioVhad been made in our exports 
during tho last year, but the figures, really 
astonishing, could not bo given, as the 
lecturer had somewhere during his travels 
mislaid tho extracts he had made. The 
IJWndial condition of the lending Colonies. 
India, Australia, Capo Town, Canada and 
British Columbia, were then reviewed 
seriatim, showing a similar vigor of life, 
enterprise, and success everywhere. 
While such results and such facts were 
patent to tho world, ho did not care if 
all tho grumbling Englishmen, Americans 
. and Irishmen wont down on their knees 
and sworn by tli3 Cross that England and 
her Colonics woro dead or dying, ho 
would not boliovo them. His own fuith 
ju tho of both waB founded in

close investigation of their material wealth 
and could not bo shaken. 

Wo aro tempted to cxtond our notice so as 
lo include the touching appeal which was 
made to our patriotism, for aa the lecturer 
said there is too much grumbling in the 
present day. ' Wbete, then, British Col- 
ombians' said tho lecturer, "is your patriot- 
ism I la England, or are her Colonici in any 
point or in nny degree behind tho Btandurd 
of the past/ Not ot all. To-day ber do^ 
parted sagos, statesmen, warriors and philan- 
thrcpiftB look down from their beatified siate 
and rt juice that to the ago of war, of triumph, 
of dominion, of commerce and of waaitli we 
havo added, ns Mucauloy cayn, the age of 
mercy and high civilization. Aye, of morcy. 
Tbo love of country seems lo mo nothing 
more than the love of God harmonized— 
paaco and pood will to man on earth— for 
true patriotism seeks tho greatness and 
grandeur of our country, not i is corruption 
and ruin. Believe mo, patriotism is no culd or 
selG-h principle that d wai fs men's souls ; but 
u diviuo inspiration thut exalts and purities, 
making men angels in thought und demi-goda 
io action — it is ieully the ubsonco of patriot*. 
i«m only that makes tnon devils, lo all 
countries, tho most lavored or most unfortu 
nate, the genuine principle over bears tho 
same fruit. It inspires tho tenderest emo- 
tions, prolund devotion, sublime doeds, nod 
at lust counts life itself of no value i! the good 
of tho (Jommonweiilih demands its sacrifice. 
The destinies ot Englund and her posse^sionx 
inijiht le intrusted to a Tell of Switzerland 
or a Gracchus ol Romo, but never to a Bour- 
hoo of France. Curtilage was victorious as 
ling ns Hannibal was true to himself and his 
country, Alliens ceased to be mistress of the 
world only when the gold of Poilip had 
more influence on her people than the elo- 
quence of Demosthenes. Rome (ell when hor 
matrons ceased to be virtuous and her sons 
yielded up their martial valor to the effem- 
inacy of their Asiatic slaves. The downfall 
of every country only follows corruption, and 
when its history and traditions fail to move 
its people to mighty thoughts and mighty 
doeds. low then is it with yourselves » 
Remember, I beseech you, our traditions and 
our history, and our country will remain, a? 
she has been, the benefactor and blessing ol 
the world.

The American and British Indian 
Policy. — Tho Sat. Francisco Bulletin truth- 
fully remit, lm : — It is worthy of note ihat we 
hear very little of any Indian disturbances 
io the adjacent BrltfsD territories. IodiaOB 
are numerous, fierce, and warlike; hut there 
aro no long ludiun wars, no treaties, annui- 
ties, agents, nor any of the cosily war- 
breeding systems which we have nurtured 
for half a century. John Bull lias nertoinly 
managed his Indian affairs on this couth cm 
in a way which, while it secures peace, econ- 
omy und suf' ly, serves ineidoutully to reveal 
our own wretched policy. There is no 
Indiun Bureau, no rocognition of any Indian 
title in fee simple, no intoxicating liquors 
are sold. Our treuties havo been tho fruit- 
ful cauaea of long and oxpens ve wars. 
When the Indian wants blankets, and money 
to buy whiskey, ho makes n treaty. If he ia 
cheated in the distribution of goods, or wants 
bettor terms, he haa only to break tho treaty, 
fight lor a season, ond then hold a palavar. 
Tho usual comrnon-placoa about our Great 
Fotbor at Washington are got off, a now 
Toaty is patchod up, presents aro distributed 
and tho Indian goea on his wny thoroughly 
convinced that tho white man is a slippery 
cuatomor who will not keep tho faith. It is a 
sybtem of mutual corruption ond distrust. 
The experience of our British neighbors 
raises tho enquiry if there ie not.somo more 
just ond efficient ^way .than ouri of dealing 
with tbo Indians. 



A Lapsed Colonial Uishopric. — 
Early last year arrangements were made 
for the subdivision of tho dioceso of 
British Columbia by the erection of an 
additional bishopric, the seat of which 
should be at New Westminster. Great 
caro was taken in the seloction of a proper 
person to be nominated to tho bishopric, 
and ut length such a one was found, and 
received tho approval of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury und the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies. That gentleman was 
the Rev. John Postlethwnite, of Trinity 
Collego, Cambridge, Incumbent of C'outli- 
am, near Redcar. Mr. Postlelhwaite 
resigned his living, which was very soon 
filled up: but his consecration was de- 
luyed time after time, as it was understood 
to bo difficult to complete tho preliminary 
arrangements. It has now transpired 
that Miss Burdett Coutts, who provided 
the funds for the endowment of the bish- 
opric of Columbia, objects of any portion 
of them being appropriated to the propos- 
ed new diocese, and tho intention of 
founding the bishopric of New Westmin- 
ster bus bceu abandoned.— The Match* 
man. 



Sktu Wilber Payne's Great Walk to 
San Francisco. — The second great pedes- 
trian feat now being attempted ia that of 
walking from New Vork to San Francisco in 
160 duys. By wuy of the Central Pacific 
Railroad the distance is precisely 3 300 miles 
between the two points, so that an average 
of 22 miles per day wi'l buvo lo be made. 
Seth Wilber Payne, tbo pedestrian, is well 
known to the publio as an auihor. He 
walked over pretty much all of Europe eomo 
years ago, nud upon his return wrote a book 
of all he saw, beard and did. The object of 
tho present trip is precisely tho same as 
was his European tour, and his limiting him- 
self to a certain length ot time, was doubt- 
less caused purely from a dosiro to perform a 
feat of distinction, lie will take copious 
notes on his way, which will be published in 
book form titer bis return from San Fran- 
oisco. A despatch dated Pjainfield, N. J , 
November 11, 18C7, says: Seth Wilber 
Payne, who left New York this morning to 
walk to San Francisco, passed through, here 
at 1:45 o'clock this afternoon.

Board of Education — At a meeting of 
this Board held yesterday, the Chairman 
announced that no reply to his last commu- 
nication to the Governor, which repre- 
sented tho desperate state of tho school 
finances, had been received. On motion ot 
Mr iliggios, seconded by Mr Franklin, it 
was resolved that tho teachers bo informed 
of tho state of affairs, and notified not to re- 
open tho Schools after the Christmas holi- 
days, until further instructed by tho Board 
ThiB resolution practically closes the Free 
Schools until the Government shall have made 
tbo promised grant, or tho Council shall 
havo hit upon some p'au to furnish ro.iof.

Tlie petitioners claim to bo 
actuated by a desiro to croato a saving 
in tho exponsos of Government; hut, 
following as tho document doos closely 
upon tho heels of a potition for tho 
perpotuation of a system of oxtrnv* 
aganco and wasto in anothor depart- 
ment, we BUFpect that it i8 tho 
work of designing men, who, hav- 
ing " axes to trrind," dread tho inilu- 
cncti of Mr Trutoh in tho Executivo 
Council. Whatovor may ho tho Sue. 
voyor Goncral's peculiarities of tlispo- 
eition, the fiiBt word against his in- 
tegrity 7 has yet to bo breathod by his 
most dotormiuod enomy ; and ho far 
from tho responsibility of tho deplor- 
able state of tbo roads attaching to 
him, tho peoplo of Now Westminster 
and their organs — who, to farther 
Bomo sinister design, nro now on- 
doavoring to hound Mr Trutoh out of 
offico — are alono to biamo.

A Suicide ut Sea. 



A correspondent of the Springfield Repub. 
hcan relates the followiug and occurrence 
on board the Scotia, on hor last voyage 
from New York ; 

The Scotia left her dock at Jersey City 
with the usual motions and emotions. One 
could oot but notice, however, with peculiar 
interest the beautiful young lady who waved 
her adieus lo a handsome young Englishman, 
who wore hor picturo on his watch chain. 
Two guns. Our voyage is begun. 

A sinking incident at onco occurs. Tbe 
young Englishman utoremid suddenly rises 
Iroin his seul on deck, by my side, and 
pilches violently into a yoong American 
about twoitbirda his size. lie cufls him 
riirht and left. The assaulted dodges about, 
n>oro or less bowildtred, and finally laces 
about, whon the Englishman strikes an at- 
titude aud hits him an aw ul blow on tbe 
nose, li being a facor, tho American sees 
stars, makes lor the companion way and dis- 
appears Irnm the scene 

Not kuowitm but it may bn my turn next 
I proceed to ii tpiiro of t' e Englishman tho 
reason of his sii gu'ar pioceeding He, puff- 
ins: and blowing wilh his exercise, bursts 
into hilarious laughter , and remarks that be 
diil not like Ihe looks of the man, that he 
appeared to him in the last degree oQonsivr, 
look ng, in fact, like die adversary bimsell ; 
ttiul he considered himself insulted by him, 
having loreed himself into his staloroim, 
and even claiming the keys therool ; that be 
believed he was a doctor, or so considered 
himself, but thai in his own view he was un- 
doubtedly crazy and ought to bo confined. 
The next morning he informed me that he ac- 
tually was confined below, an undoubted 
lunaiic expressed wonder that his physician 
in New Yoik should have introduced him to 
such a man, and gave me a look at the 
beaudful face worn amoug bis charms. 

By this tune 1 oamo to the conclusion t! - al 
this man was hiins«l( tho lunatic We kept 
an eje o'kanco ou him at tablo and in his 
daily walks ou deck. Genial, gentlemanly, 
devout in his responses at the Sunday service, 
walking arm in arm with tho young doctor 
he had assaulted, whom ho took lor some new 
friend, venting s'.ill antipathy toward the 
horrible man confined below, we had well 
uigh ceased lo remark his unhappy state, 
whon, alas, a sud finale. On Tuesday mo fil- 
ing ho lunched with us, apparontly in the 
best of spirits, went up tho alter companion- 
way, und immediately jumped through the 
slern railirg overboard. I was writing in the 
saloon, tho Captain seated near me. A 
shout — the tramp of feet — the captain's quick 
ear perceives, and like lightning he dashed 
' ut and we follow. On deck, what a scene. 
Tho eager, breathless crowd around tho 
wheel-house, the man aloft, the man bare- 
headed, with white locks streaming, on tho 
paddle-box, tbe great sh ; p reeling with sud- 
den reversal of her crank, the sailors spring- 
ing into the bout, SDon lowered and away for 
that speck, the drowning man, far astern, 
wildly throwing up his arms, then seea uo 
more — tho ship slowly backing along her 
wake, the boat searched about the sad and 
silent sea, with two officers astern and a 
sailor in '.he bow, standing, bending forward 
with shaded eyes, peering across ihe waves, 
in vain ; tin y came back, tho boat is hoisted, 
the Scotia turns again her wonted course, the 
group about the wheel dissolves, and though 
a gloom settles all around, no one is Ihoro to 
shed a tear for poor Wilson. It was told us 
ho wns wealthy, ol good family, hail business 
connections with Liverpool and New York, 
and this very week was to have bi-en marrird; 
but within a few days insanity had gradually 
deveh ped itself, and being a comparative 
str auger in America, it wns deemed wise (or 
him to seek his home in England. But bis 
wedding day becamo his burial day in tbe 
deep lone sea. 

Bloody Affair in Blaudville Ky.— Thn 
Circuit Clerk aud his Daughter 
shot. 

"Wo received lato yesterday evening, 
says the Cairo, III., Democrat of Novem- 
ber 13th, the details of a bloody rencoun- 
ter in Bland viiie, Ky., 12 miles from 
Cairo, between a .Mr. Campbell, formerly 
Sheriff of Ballard county, and Mr. War- 
den, the present Circuit Clerk. It occur- 
red on Monday. The affair was the 
termination of an old grudge, at the bot- 
tom of which was a woman, and the par- 
ticulars of which was a woman, and tho 
particulars of which grudge we do not 
choose to detail. 

Warden had threatened to shoot 
Campbell on sight. Campbell hearing of 
this, and having occasion to visit town, 
armed himself with a revolver. He had 
not been in town but a short time before 
he saw Warden ou the street. The re- 
cognition was mutual. Warden ap- 
proached. Cumpbell admonished hira not 
to force hira to extremes, that ho had 
heanl of his threats and was prepared to 
defend himself. Warden continued to 
press upon hira. Campbell retreated ten 
or twenty paces and then Qred. The ball 
took effect in Warden's mouth and 
lodged in the hack of his neck. His con- 
dition now is very critical. Warden's 
daughter seeing the difficulty rushed to 
the spot, snatched a pi.siol from the pros- 
trate body of her father, and drew it on 
Campbell, who turned and fled, lie ran 
about 00 yards, the girl pursuing him. 
As she. approached he warned her to de- 
sist, that he did not want to hurt her. 
She pressed onward, however, and he 
fired. Tho ball grazed her ear. He 
again turned, and the girl still pursuing, 
he fired a second and third shot at her, 
each time missing her. When ho had 
run about 100 yards, seeing the desperate 
woman still pursuing him, he turned upon 
her, took deliberate aim, fired and brought 
her down. She fell, shot through the 
bowels, and will die. 

A Practical Joke — Getting: Even. — 
Tho Paris correspondent of the Globe 
writes : " Practical joking, I had thought, 
died out long; ago in all decent society ; 
but, if newspapers are to bo believed — a 
thing of which I am not at all certain — (I 
speak of course only of those of Franco 
and the rest of the continent) — it still 
flourishes in the highest society of this 
country. Here, for example, greatly con- 
densed, is a story I find in one of the

Three evenings 
after ho proposed a drive to a small 
shooting lodgo in the neighborhood, whoro 
there was a splendid view, and when ha 
got thcro he offered tho ladies tea. The 
cake served with tho liquid was extraord- 
inarily good, and the fair dailies did ample 
justice to it.

The Sultan's Seraglio. — The present 
Sultan has greatly restrained the seraglio 
in all its branches.

Ho pen- 
sioned off his brother's widows and 
servants, taking over some of the servants 
at reduced wages. To one distinguished 
eunuch, it is related, he offered .C H'U a 
yenr. This tho distinguished indvidual 
indignantly refused, affirming that he 
could get more in a respectable family. 
The Sultan said : "When I offered in in as 
much yearly as my brother gave for him, 
I thought 1 had made a liberal oiler; 
hut ns ho is not satisfied, let hira go " 
The scandals of tho late reign are at an 
end. There are no bonds of lirst, second 
and third queens. The new Sultan 
mother refused to take her whole income 
or allowance. The civil list charges are 
paid regularly, and no Christian trades- 
man speculates at the expense of the 
Sultan's wife. If the Sultans have set 
example of polygamy, the imperial 
princesses have set that of monogamy. 
Tho daughters of the late Sultan were 
allowed to marry the handsomest men 
they chose, and when married the young 
men were made princes to suit them ; but 
these imperial wives have long since laid 
down the law that their husbands shall 
have no other wives. The Egyptian 
princesses, who have large fortunes, try 
lo maintain the same law, so that fashion 
is now setting in that direction.
